london, Dec. 
30.—The American 
note, -protesting against the British 
treatm ent of American commerce and 
insisting upon an early improvement, 
came as a complete surprise to the 
British public, as there had been vir­ 
tually no intimation that any friction 
had arisen between the two govern­ 
ments. 
The placards posted by the papers 
were given over exclusively 
to the 
American note and the papers gave 
it the largest headlines they have giv­ 
en any news during the past month. 
Consequently the British people re­ 
gard this as one of the most important 
occurrences of the whole war. 
The first impression of tile public is 
that the note may create friction and 
perhaps some unfriendly feeling, al­ 
though the newspapers point out that 
it specifically states that the repre­ 
sentations were made in a friendly 
spirit. 
The situation is comparable to 
that which arose at the time of the 
South African war when neutral ship­ 
pers began to send cargoes inteVded 
for the Transvaal republic to the neu­ 
tral port of Delagoa bay. 
The

has 
not 
reached the foreign office, but it could 
not have been dealt with had it ar­ 
rived, as Sir Edward Grey, secretary 
for foreign affairs, is away for the 
Christmas holidays. 


Papers Realize Importance. 
Even the war news was allotted a 
secondary place to the note in the 
news column* of the papers, although 
that coming from the Russian front 
was highly gratifying to the allies. 
All the morning newspapers com­ 
ment at length on the American gov­ 
ernment's note and agree that the 
American protest should be met by 
the British government in the same 
spirit of friendly good will as is shown 
by the note. 
Generally, however, the 
newspapers are inclined to await the 
actual text of the note before indulg­ 
ing in detailed criticism of it. 
In the meant!m ethey point out how 
inevitably 
serious 
difficulties 
arise 
whenever (^lestions of neutrality are 
involved. 
Moreover, they are inclined 
to dispute the theory that Great Brit­ 
ain alone Is responsible for the dislo­ 
cation of the world’s trade, arguing 
that even had she remained neutral 
the fact that a number of other na­ 
tions were involved in the hostilities 
must have had a detrimental effect on 
the world’s commerce. 
In any case, they say, Great Britain 
was not responsible for the war.

M ashington, 
Dec. 
30.—President 
W ilson appealed to American ship­ 
pers of noncontraband goods, such as 
* otton, not to allow their cargoes to 
be mixed with contraband articles. 
The United States government, he 
announced, can deal confidently with 
the difficulties which have arisen in 
the treatm ent of American commerce 
by Great Britain only if supported by 
absolutely honest manifests. 
This statem ent followed a discus­ 
sion by the president with his cabi­ 
net of the general shipping situation 
and of the note dispatched to Great Brit­ 
ain protesting at length against the 
British policy of prolonged detention 
of c argos* 
and 
6ther 
interference 
with American trade. 
There was a confident feeling in 
diplomatic quarters that steps will be 
taken by other leading nations of 
this hemisphere, as well as by some 
European neutrals, to point out to 
Great Britain their acquiescences in 
the American point of view. 
I1 rom the way the president dis­ 
cussed the situation with callers it 
was evident that the Washington gov­ 
ernment had spoken firmly of its de­ 
sire for an improvement in the condi­ 
tions of neutral commerce and was

$5.350 000 CARGOES SEIZED 


Ships With Meat From Chicago De 
dared Contraband. 
Chicago, Dec. 30.—Twelve Norwe­ 
gian and Danish ships, with meat 
from the Chicago stock yards, valued 
at $6,350,000, have been seized In the 
last six weeks and guarded into ports, 
according to announcements at the 
stock yards. 
The cargoes have been 
declared conditional contraband and 
seized. 
Protests were entered at the state 
department and claims filed In the 
eighteen prize courts, but so far the 
packers have received no notice that 
any date has been set for a hearing.

London, Dec. 30.—There has been 
a slackening of the fighting in North­ 
ern Poland between the lower Vistula 
and Pilica rivers, where the Russians 
have captured some German trenches, 
prisoners and guns—an indication, it 
is believed 
here, that the German 
frontal attack on the army guarding 
Warsaw has been checked definitely. 
In Southern Poland the Russians 
also record some successes, while in 
Galicia they apparently have inflicted 
a defeat on the Austrians almost as 
serious as that which Emepror Jo­ 
seph's troops suffered in Servia. 
Since their latest offensive began 
the Russians have taken 50,000 Aus­ 
trian prisoners and captured many 
guns, according to the Russian official 
reports, and if. as was estimated, Aus­ 
tria had between three and four army 
corps on its re-entry into Galicia, it 
must have lost more than a third ol 
the number in killed, wounded and 
prisoners. 
’I he state of the roads, which are 
deep in mud, has prevented tile Rus­ 
sians from making the pursuit as ef­ 
fective as it might have done could 
the Cossacks have found a firm foot 
ing for their horses.

Voters to Decide on One of Two Plans 


of Electing the Council, 
Five or Seven 


The charter commission met at the 
council chambers on Tuesday even­ 
ing and the charter was formally 
completed and will be submitted to 
the mayor at once. 
It will now be the duty of the 
council to set a date for the election 
when the voters can pass on the 
charter.
